Fewer than half 
are in place for 
delayed schools

Only 44 of the 101 schools the 
province announced as delayed 
last month even have construc¬ 
tion contracts in place. 

Aaron Manton, press secretaiy 
to Infrastructure Minister Brian 
Mason, confirmed the number 
and said of those 44 contracts, 
26 were signed since the NDP 
came to office. 

NDP Education Minister David 
Eggen announced the delays last 
month and put the blame at the 
PC government’s feet. The aud¬ 
itor general is also looking into 
school construction, with a re¬ 
port expected back in December. 

Eggen said his government 


has committed the funds neces- 
saiy to keep construction mov¬ 
ing but is also being realistic. 

“We are also being transpar¬ 
ent about challenges facing 
these projects but we are tak¬ 
ing ownership to get them built 
in as timely a manner as pos¬ 
sible,” he said. 

Manton said the government 
is also continuing to look for 
ways to reduce delays, and 
school boards are now required 
to report on progress monthly. 

Former Progressive Conserv¬ 
ative infrastructure minister 
Manmeet Bhullar said he still 
believes the delays were caused 
by the NDP taking their foot 
off the gas. 

“The question I have is when 
were those contracts put in 
place? Were they put in place 
early enough to start construc¬ 
tion this season?” 

He said when he was in the 
department, he worked to make 
sure contracts were signed off 
on quickly to prevent delays.

Delaying new 
LGBTQ policy 
'inexcusable’

The deadline for Alberta 
school boards to build policies 
protecting LGBTQ inclusivity 
has been set, but some who 
championed 
for provincial 
leadership are 
still waiting to 
see more of it. 

“I think 
he (Educa¬ 
tion Minister 
David Eggen) 
is doing the 
right thing 
by giving the 
deadline, but 
the question 
now is what 
happens after 
the deadline,” said Alberta 
Party Leader Greg Clark. 

Last week, Eggen sent a let¬ 
ter requesting boards submit 
policies that align with the 
School Act “together with the 
required regulations or pro¬ 
cedures” by March 31. 

“In my mind, at that point, 
very clearly the ministry 
should impose a policy on 


any board that does not bring 
forward a satisfactory policy,” 
Clark said. 

He explained that the dead¬ 
line makes sense, essentially 
giving boards one year since 
the passage of Bill 10, which 
added clauses to the act re¬ 
quiring boards to “establish, 
implement and maintain a 
policy” to protect all LGBTQ 
students and staff from dis¬ 
crimination. 

“Any delay further than that 
is inexcusable,” Clark said. 

Marni Panas, a transgender 
woman who wrote an open let¬ 
ter demand¬ 
ing Eggen im¬ 
pose a policy 
on the Edmon¬ 
ton Catholic 
board after its 
public failure 
to pass one 
of their own, 
said she ap¬ 
preciates the 
steps taken 
last week. 

Still, she 
thinks some 
of the boards 
now required to deliver a 
policy may struggle.

CMHA, Support 
Network merge 
to serve more 
Edmontonians

Two of Edmonton’s top men¬ 
tal health organizations have 
merged to ensure the future 
existence of the city’s Dis¬ 
tress Line. 

The Support Network has 
merged into the Edmonton 
chapter of the Canadian Men¬ 
tal Health Association to form 
one organization, after fund¬ 
ing shortages put the exist¬ 
ence of one of the city’s crisis 
support services in question. 

The Distress Line has been 
in operation in Edmonton 
for 40 years, but was never 
fully funded, CMHA Edmon¬ 
ton Executive Director lone 
Challborn said. 

“The Support Network was 


always in the position of hav¬ 
ing to do a lot of fundrais¬ 
ing,” Challborn said. “They 
were in a position where they 
were contemplating having 
to do one of two things: stop 
operating a 24-hour service, 
or stop operating the service 
in a couple years, period. 

“We needed to act to save 
supports that Edmontonians 
in crisis depend on.”

The Distress Line currently 
operates 24 hours a day, sev¬ 
en days a week. It employs 
seven full-time and one part- 
time staff and 96 volunteers 
on an operating budget of 
$630,000 a year, funded by 
the city, Alberta Health Ser¬ 
vices and United Way Alberta. 

Last year, staff and volun¬ 
teers answered more than 
14,000 calls, a number that 


has continued to climb over 
the years, according to CMHA 
Edmonton. 

By refining their staffing 
model and eliminating “re¬ 
dundant” positions under a 
new combined organization, 
Challborn said the Distress 
Line will now be able to an¬ 
swer 21,000 calls a year with 
150 volunteers. 

“Together we’ll be in a 
stronger position to empower 
Edmontonians to take control 
of what’s going on in their 
lives with a full range of ser¬ 
vices aimed at intervention 
and prevention of mental 
health, mental illness and 
suicide,” Challborn said.

Recommendations created by 
a Family Violence Death Re¬ 
view committee appointed by 
Alberta Human Services and 
released Nov. 2 focuses on the 
role culture played in a work¬ 
place death. 

The review was requested 
by Alberta Human Services 
after a man killed his wife at 
her Edmonton office in 2011. 
The panel found the woman’s 
employer, coworkers and secur¬ 
ity staff knew her husband was 
abusive, but did not intervene. 

The panel gave four rec¬ 
ommendations, including 
changing the OHS Act to in¬ 
clude domestic violence as a 


workplace hazard, changes to 
training for security personnel, 
and making resource materi¬ 
als available at key points in 
the city. 

However, Karin Linschoten, 
clinical director for therapeut¬ 
ic services at the Mennonite 
Centre for Newcomers and at 
Multicultural Health Brokers, 
said the fourth recommenda¬ 
tion to enhance services that 
prevent family violence among 
newcomers is most critical. 

“Services need to be embed¬ 
ded in community agencies be¬ 
cause they have access much 
earlier and they have a rela¬ 
tionships with the families,”

Linschoten said. “They [agen¬ 
cies] often see signs of abuse 
before there is violence. They 
also understand the culture 
and can look at all the con¬ 
sequences of agency actions.” 

Linschoten said that putting 
the recommendations into ac¬ 
tion would reduce domestic 
violence among newcomer 
communities. But, she add¬ 
ed, agencies that understand 
the complexities of problems 
faced by immigrant commun¬ 
ities will be key. 

“[Immigrants] often need 
specialized services because 
mainstream services will not 
work for eveiyone.” 

However, she adds that there 
must also be funding to sup¬ 
port the agencies who are tak¬ 
ing on additional work. 

Minister of Human Services 
Irfan Safir said “family violence 
is a serious issue. The recom¬ 
mendations come from a group 
of highly recognized experts 
and we are taking their recom¬ 
mendations veiy seriously. We 
intend to act on [the review] 
as soon as practical.”

McKenna to 
meet with host 
of leaders to 
discuss issues 

Canada’s new environment 
minister is in Paris taking 
part in talks with counter¬ 
parts from a host of countries 
to lay the groundwork for 
this month’s global climate 
change summit. 

Catherine McKenna and her 
fellow ministers are spending 


the next three days looking 
for common ground on key 
issues in advance of the sum¬ 
mit that begins Nov. 30. 

She’ll also have a number 
of one-on-one meetings, in¬ 
cluding with French Foreign 
Minister Laurent Fabius. 

“Canada agrees the sci¬ 
ence is indisputable, and we 
recognize the need for ur¬ 
gent/greater action that is 
grounded in robust science,” 
McKenna posted to Twitter 
on Sunday. 

“Our main goal is to make 
sure that all human beings 
can fulfil a healthy, safe, sus¬ 


tainable life.”

An airplane formerly belong¬ 
ing to ORNGE, Ontario’s air 
ambulance system, and thou¬ 
sands of decommissioned law 
enforcement vehicles were 
among the items sold by Can¬ 
ada’s Crown asset surplus site 
over the past year, an analysis 
of auction sales data shows. 

According to the GCSurplus 
website, roughly 20,000 items 
were sold between August 
2014 and August 2015. 

The highest ticket item 
sold in that period was a 2010 
Pilatus PC-12 aircraft that 
went for $3.12 million in July. 
The plane, which featured a 
custom medevac interior, was 
originally purchased along 
with nine other aircraft in 


2008 at a cost of $4.56 mil¬ 
lion US per aircraft. 

The PC-12 was purchased 
by Kudlilc Aviation, a Quebec 
City-based company whose 
corporate affiliate, Kudlilc 
Construction, has numerous

Tourist exodus 
ongoing as 
first Russian 
inspectors sent 

International passengers de¬ 
parting Egypt’s Red Sea resort 
of Sharm el-Sheilch continued 
lining up for flights Sunday as 
the first of three Russian inspec¬ 
tion teams was dispatched there 


to examine airport security after 
the Oct. 31 airline disaster. 

The Russian flight’s crash 
in the Sinai Peninsula that 
killed all 224 people on board 
continues to generate fallout, 
after the Islamic State of Iraq 
and the Levant (ISIL) claimed 
responsibility for its downing 
and U.S. and British officials 
say intelligence shows it was 
likely brought down by a bomb 
on board. 

Britain and several airlines 
have stopped normally sched¬ 
uled flights to the resort, while 


Russia has suspended all flights 
to Egypt. 

British Foreign Secretary 
Phillip Hammond told the BBC 
on Sunday if the bomb is con¬ 
firmed, it will require a poten¬ 
tial rethink of airport security 
in areas where the extremist 
group is active. 

Russian Deputy Prime Minis¬ 
ter Arkady Dvorkovich did not 
give details on what specific 
security issues the inspections 
teams would be examining, 
but said 11,000 Russians were 
flown home from Egypt on Sat¬ 


urday and an even larger num¬ 
ber were expected to leave Sun¬ 
day, according to Russian news 
agencies. 

Security officials at the Sharm 
el-Sheilch airport have told The 
Associated Press that the facility 
has long had gaps in security. 

A spokesman for Egypt’s 
Aviation Ministry, Mohamed 
Rahma, dismissed the concerns. 

“Sharm el-Sheilch is one 
of the safest airports in 
the world,” he said, with¬ 
out any further elaboration.

Two years on, 
villagers still 
finding bodies 

Villagers who perished when 
Typhoon Haiyan devastated 
the central Philippines two 
years ago continue to be dug 
up, including the skeletal re¬ 
mains of six people found over 
the weekend, an official said 
Sunday. 

Regarded as the most power¬ 
ful storm on record to hit land, 
Haiyan levelled entire villages 
and swept walls of seawater 
along with ships surging inland 
in Tacloban city and other out¬ 
lying towns on Nov. 8, 2013, 
leaving 7,361 people dead or 
missing, based on the latest 
government count last year. 

More than a million houses 
were damaged or blasted away 
by the storm’s force, displacing 
about 4 million people. 

Most of the skeletons, in¬ 
cluding that of a child, were 
found by residents on Saturday 
in Tacloban’s coastal village of 
San Jose, where storm surges 
swept away houses and people, 


the city’s chief health officer 
Joedina Gumagay said. 

Along with police forensic 
investigators and other offi¬ 
cials, Gumagay said she exam¬ 
ined the skeletons — found 
with pieces of clothing, sandals 
and other belongings — and 


concluded they were among 
the thousands killed in the 
storm. 

Villagers in another Tacloban 
community dug up another 
victim, a woman, about two 
months ago, she said.

skeletons found in San Jose. 
After being photographed and 
tagged, the remains were to 
be buried in a mass grave for 
typhoon victims on Sunday, 
coinciding with the second 
anniversary of Haiyan’s deadly 
onslaught, she said. 

“We feel relieved that at 
least they can now have a de¬ 
cent burial,” Gumagay said. 

Thousands of typhoon sur¬ 
vivors, many teaiy-eyed, heard 
Masses in Catholic churches 
before joining a march to a sea¬ 
side sports stadium that served 
as an evacuation centre after 
the storm struck. Residents 
in Tacloban and three nearby 
towns lit candles along roads 
Sunday to remember the dead. 

President Benigno Aquino III 
thanked governments that pro¬ 
vided aid and deployed forces, 
planes and ships to help the 
Philippines deal with the dis¬ 
aster. 

The devastated communities 
have been rebuilt, Aquino said. 

“This would not have been 
possible without the world’s 
embrace of our people and our 
people’s own heroic generosity 
and sacrifice.”

Pope vows ongoing reform 



In his first public comments on 
the latest scandal rocking the 
Vatican, Pope Francis told follow¬ 
ers in St. Peter’s Square on Sun¬ 
day that the theft of documents 
describing financial malfeasance 
inside the Holy See was a “crime” 
but pledged to continue reforms 
of its administration. 

The pope said that publish¬ 
ing the documents in two books 
released last week “was a de¬ 
plorable act that doesn’t help.” 
The books — Merchants in the 
Temple by Gianluigi Nuzzi and 
Avarice by Emiliano Fittipaldi, 
detail mismanagement and al¬ 
leged greed in the Vatican. 

“This sad fact will certainly 
not divert me from the reform 
work that we are pursuing with 
my collaborators and with the 
support of all of you,” the pope 
said to cheers from the crowd. 

Nuzzi writes that the cost of 
sainthood can run up to half a 
million dollars and tells the tale 
of a monsignor who allegedly 
broke down the wall of his neigh¬ 
bour, an ailing priest, to expand 
his apartment. 

Fittipaldi, meanwhile, claimed 
a children’s hospital foundation 
paid 200,000 euros ($215,000) 
toward the renovation of the 
apartment of the Vatican’s No. 
2 at the time, Cardinal Tarci- 
sio Bertone, and nearly 400,000 
euros donated by parishioners 
worldwide to help the poor was

funnelled to pay for Vatican ad¬ 
ministration. 

The pope underlined that the 
leaked documents were the re¬ 
sult of the reform that he began 
and that measures had already 
been taken to address problems, 
“with some visible results.” 

Pope Francis has made it a 
top priority to reform the Vati¬ 
can bureaucracy known as the 


Curia, a hive of intrigue and 
gossip. He appointed a commis¬ 
sion of eight experts in 2013 to 
gather information and make 
recommendations after an ear¬ 
lier expose helped drive his pre¬ 
decessor, Pope Benedict XVI, to a 
historic resignation. Two former 
members of that commission 
have been arrested as part of 
an investigation into the stolen 
documents. 

Last week the Vatican de¬ 
scribed the books as “fruit of a 
grave betrayal of the trust given 
by the pope, and, as far as the 
authors go, of an operation to 
take advantage of a gravely illicit 
act of handing over confidential 
documentation.”

Poor expected 
to bear brunt 
of climate 
change impact 

Climate change could push 
more than 100 million people 
into extreme poverty by 2030 
by disrupting agriculture and 
fueling the spread of malaria 
and other diseases, the World 
Bank said in a report Sunday. 

Released just weeks ahead of 
a UN climate summit in Paris, 
the report highlighted how 
the impact of global warm¬ 
ing is borne unevenly, with 
the world’s poor woefully un¬ 
prepared to deal with climate 
shocks such as rising seas or 
severe droughts. 

“They have fewer resources 
and receive less support from 
family, community, the finan¬ 
cial system,” the Washington- 
based World Bank said. 

How to help poor coun¬ 
tries — and poor commun¬ 
ities within countries — deal 
with climate change is one of 
the crunch issues in talks on 
a global climate accord that’s 


supposed to be adopted next 
month in Paris. 

“The statistics in the World 
Bank report are suitably shock¬ 
ing and I hope they force world 
leaders to sit up and take no¬ 
tice,” said Mohamed Adow of 
Christian Aid. 

Efforts to protect the poor, 
such as generally improving 


access to health care and social 
safety nets, and targeted meas¬ 
ures to upgrade flood defences 
and deploy more heat-tolerant 
crops could prevent most of 
the negative consequences of 
climate change on poverty, the 
bank said. 

The report referred to stud¬ 
ies showing climate change 


could result in global crop 
yield losses as large as 5 per 
cent by 2030 and 30 per cent 
by 2080. 

Stephane Hallegatte, one 
of the authors, said the “hot 
spots” for climate impacts on 
poor people were sub-Saharan 
Africa and South Asia.

Migrant labourers protest in Dubai 


Hundreds of migrant labour¬ 
ers staged a rare protest near 
the airport hosting the open¬ 
ing day of the biennial Dubai 
Airshow on Sunday to demand 
higher wages. 

Journalists saw the workers 
gathering and shouting along 
a road leading to A1 Malctoum 
International at Dubai World 
Central, the Gulf city’s second 
airport. Police arrived on the 
scene soon after the demon¬ 
stration began and eventually 
dispersed the crowd. 

Workers said they were 
protesting inadequate pay, 
though none agreed to give 


their names for fear of retri¬ 
bution. 

The Dubai government 
media office said representa¬ 
tives from the Permanent Com¬ 
mittee of Labor Affairs inter¬ 
vened to resolve the dispute. 
Its investigation found that the 
workers’ demands fell outside 
of their contractual terms. 

The United Arab Emirates, 
of which Dubai is part, and 
other Gulf Arab nations have 
come under increasing scrutiny 
from human rights and labour 
activists over their treatment 
of low-paid migrant workers.

No one can dispute the tradition 
of an individual publisher or 
owner calling the election 
shots for their local paper. But 
to dictate the choice across an 
entire chain — and nation — is 
an entirely different tale. 



Never before in a federal 
election, in my memory, 
have newspaper endorse¬ 
ments become so contro¬ 
versial. 

Topping the list un¬ 
questionably was Postmedia 
CEO Paul Godfrey’s dramatic 
order to all 16 major Post¬ 
media papers across Canada 
to support Stephen Harper. 

Each paper was allowed to 
write its own editorial, but 
the conclusion was 
preordained. 

“Since God made babies, I 
think (endorsement editor¬ 
ials) were always made that 
way,” longtime Conserva¬ 
tive Godfrey explained later, 
reacting to the uproar. “If 
anyone thinks otherwise, I 
think they were dreaming in 
Technicolor.” 

Really, Mr. Godfrey? 

You might want to exam¬ 
ine the policies of other 
newspaper chains that tell 
an entirely different bed¬ 
time stoiy of the so-called 
“proprietor’s prerogative.” 

No one can dispute the 
tradition of an individual 
publisher or owner calling 
the election shots for their 
local paper. Godfrey did that 
regularly when he was pub¬ 
lisher of the Toronto Sun. 

Even more 
worrisome is the 
negative impact 
this affair is having 
on the newspaper 
industry in 
general. 

At a time when 
the relevance 
and impact of 
newspapers are 
under attack, this 
doesn't help. 


But to dictate the choice 
across an entire chain — 
and nation. That is an en¬ 
tirely different tale. 

Consider the previous 
owners of Postmedia papers, 
the venerable Southam 
family. 


It went to great lengths 
to emphasize individual 
publishers in each city were 
responsible for all editorial 
content, including elec¬ 
tion endorsements. “It was 
even in my letter of engage¬ 
ment,” remembers veteran 
Southam publisher Clark 
Davey. 

“It said what appeared in 
the (Vancouver) Sun rested 
on my conscience.” 

The reason, of course, was 
self-evident. What was im¬ 
portant or relevant to read¬ 
ers in Vancouver might not 
be so in Montreal, Ottawa or 
Windsor. 

Owning a newspaper, in 
my view, is a privilege, not 
a right. Nor is it the same 
as owning a pizzeria or car 
wash. Newspapers are an 


essential informing part of 
the democratic process and 
their first responsibility 
must be to the local readers 
they serve. 

The old Thomson chain in 
Canada, owned by the rich¬ 
est family in the land, had a 


similar practice of non-inter¬ 
ference in local editorial 
issues. 

South of the border a sim¬ 
ilar tradition has existed for 
decades. In the last presiden¬ 
tial election, America was a 
patchwork quilt of com¬ 
peting newspaper endorse¬ 
ments. 

The huge Gannett chain 
states that “Diversity is 
strength. By encouraging 
and expressing a mix of 
opinions, backgrounds, stor¬ 
ies and ideas, Gannett im¬ 
proves results.” 

An executive for the large 
Knight-Ridder chain put it 
more pithily. “We bought 
them (newspapers). But we 
don’t own them.” 

In the interests of trans¬ 
parency, it must also be 


declared that editorial in¬ 
dependence has always been 
the official policy of the Tor- 
star newspaper group. 

While the proprietors 
and publisher of the To¬ 
ronto Star are involved in 
the Star’s election endorse¬ 
ments, the Hamilton Specta¬ 
tor, Waterloo Record and all 
125 of Torstar’s community 
papers can decide for them¬ 
selves. 

So in the 2011 federal 
election, The Star supported 
Jack Layton’s NDP, while 
virtually all other Torstar 
papers endorsed Stephen 
Harper. In 2015, all the dai¬ 
lies came out for the Liber¬ 
als under Justin Trudeau. 

These aren’t dreams. They 
are black and white realities 
reflecting a long-held com¬ 
mon tradition among North 
America’s major newspaper 
groups. 

Mr. Godfrey, soon to be 
installed in the Canadian 
News Hall of Fame for his 
contribution to Canadian 
journalism, clearly has a dif¬ 
ferent perspective. 

Yet, the firestorm of criti¬ 
cism on social media, the ru¬ 
mours of discontent in Post¬ 
media newsrooms and even 
a damning story in Britain’s 
Guardian newspaper all re¬ 
flect a pervasive discontent. 

Even more worrisome is 
the negative impact this af¬ 
fair is having on the news¬ 
paper industry in general. At 
a time when the relevance 
and impact of newspapers 
are under attack, this 
doesn’t help. 

Ultimately, though, it is 
readers who matter most. 
And surely those in Post¬ 
media communities de¬ 
served far, far better.

My favourite corner is not 
an Impressionist painting. It's 
an animated and occasionally 
maddening intersection, with 
perpetual construction crews, 
suits power-walking to glass 
towers, sketchy guys on tiny 
bikes, a guitar busker who 
only seems to know one song 
("Pop Goes the Weasel") and 
an actual street preacher on 
an actual soapbox. 

He's Dale, who's become 
the unlikely villain — or hero, 
depending on your view — in 
a debate over noise pollu¬ 
tion and freedom of speech. 
Council is considering a bylaw 
that would crack down on 
amplified proselytizers follow¬ 
ing scores of complaints. 

"It's not for electronic 
buskers," says Coun. Michael 
Oshry of the possible law 
that would make it illegal for 
anyone to operate amplifiers 
in parks without permis¬ 
sion, "but the few extreme 
examples where it interferes 
with people's right to enjoy a 
place, or a business' right to 
make a living." 

Oshry, who is leading the 
effort, insists this is a matter 
of noise pollution, not taste, 
though he admits Dale's mes¬ 
sage is occasionally offensive. 

I'll go one step further and 
say he occasionally borders 
on hate speech. One woman 
on Facebook alleges he 


slut-shamed her because 
she wasn't wearing enough 
(specifically: a wedding 
ring). Another person alleges 
witnessing Dale condemn 
gay teens to hell. Yet despite 
the possible effects of Dale's 
vengeful views, I find myself 
taking his side, if only to 
protect downtown from being 
too sanitized. Like all noise 
bylaws, banning amplifiers 
would only be enforced if 
civilians complain, Oshry says. 

He points to Calgary's 2009 
crackdown on a cantankerous 
preacher as a model. But that 
case was an embarrassment 
for Calgary. It passed through 
three courts, where 11 of the 
12 charges were withdrawn. 
Laws were so broadly worded, 
a judge argued, they could 
lead to abuse of power. It's be¬ 
come a case study for lawyers 
interested in free speech. 

I'm not one to chest thump 
about free speech. A-holes are 
to be treated as such, through 
mockery and argument. It 
would be polite of Dale to turn 
down his amp, and he has on 
request (just ask). I'd hate to 
see him and others stripped of 
their microphones or pushed 
from downtown. I think their 
grit and nuisance help make a 
dynamic downtown. 

It's even more dynamic 
when fed-up passersby 
debate him. Then maybe the 
guitar guy drowns him out, as 
he's been known to do. And 
then the road crew's ham¬ 
mering and clanking mutes 
them all. 

It's better than picture 
perfect. It's alive.

Stephen Harper warned that 
Justin Trudeau — an English 
literature grad and former teach¬ 
er — wasn’t ready to be Prime 
Minister, but a Statistics Canada 
study released in April showed 
nearly a third of young human¬ 
ities graduates are actually over- 
qualified for their jobs. 


Overall, humanities grads earn 
less money and — according to 
a study by the Canadian Schol¬ 
arship Trust Plan, or CST — less 
respect than their STEM (sci¬ 
ence, technology, engineering 
and math) contemporaries. In 
terms of both status and wealth, 
only fine arts majors bring in less. 

Despite this, humanities sub¬ 
jects like English, histoiy, phil¬ 
osophy and music remain a vi¬ 
brant part of campus life, and the 
second-most popular majors at 
Canadian colleges and universi¬ 
ties. (Business, management and 
public administration are most 
popular.) The humanities were 
once considered the cornerstone 
of education, and encouraging 
them is essential, says Martha 
Turner, VP of Marketing for the 
CST. Not only because they cre¬ 


ate well-rounded graduates, but 
also because the ftiture market 
demands a broad skill set. 

“With a global economy emer¬ 
ging, you have to be able to work 
with teams all over the world,” 
says Turner. “Empathy and team¬ 
work are skills you could argu¬ 
ably learn in any discipline, but 
particularly in the humanities.” 

Justin Trudeau isn’t your aver¬ 
age humanities grad, and his 
climb to Canada’s top post was 
fuelled as much by personal am¬ 
bition, political connections, and 
— let’s be real here — a fortuit¬ 
ous surname, as his appreciation 
for literature. 

But now that he’s scored the 
job, the skills he cultivated in 
his undergrad will be useful, 
says University of Toronto Eng¬ 
lish Professor and novelist Rob¬ 


ert McGill. 

“A lot of people talk about 
what they call his emotional 
intelligence, and when I hear 
that, I think about the skill of 
sympathetic imagination,” says 
McGill. “That’s the term liter¬ 


ary critics use to talk about 
an ability to enter into the life 
of another person with rigour 
and compassion.” 

Researchers at The New 
School in New York City found 
that studying literary fiction im¬ 


proves a reader’s capacity to em¬ 
pathize with others. The study, 
published in the October 2013 
issue of Science, asked people 
to read fiction, literaiy fiction, 
nonfiction and nothing, then 
take a test where they were asked 
to infer other people’s emotions. 
When participants read fiction 
and literaiy fiction, they scored 
significantly better on the tests. 

“Novels are rather unique in 
getting us to listen to and identify 
with the lives of others and when 
I hear Justin Trudeau talking 
about his prioritization of listen¬ 
ing to other people, I can’t help 
but think that reading literature 
will have fostered his abilities in 
that regard,” says McGill. 

“And I think that aspect of 
him is part of his political ap¬ 
peal,” he adds.

The team’s

It shot across a remote stretch 
of highway in Nevada like a 
white bullet. And it was only 
propelled by one man’s legs. 

Encased in a white carbon 
fibre shell, a speed bike de¬ 
signed by the Canadian engin¬ 
eering firm Aerovelo smashed 
the world record for the fast¬ 
est human-powered vehicle at 
an international competition. 
Its top speed was 139.45 kilo¬ 
metres per hour. 

They set the record on a 
high-altitude, enclosed 8-kilo- 
metre strip of road at the 
World Human Powered Speed 
Challenge in Battle Mountain, 
Nev. in mid-September. 

Jun Nogami, an engineer¬ 
ing professor at University of 
Toronto and the chief time¬ 
keeper at the event, was one 
of the few people in the audi¬ 
ence that morning. 

“Everybody was shocked 
except for Aerovelo because 
they are convinced they can 
go faster,” he said. 

“It was a strange feeling to 
be celebrating in the middle 
of the desert in Nevada and 
nobody else knowing what 
we’re celebrating.” 

They beat the previous re¬ 
cord, 133.78 km/h, by a little 
more than 4 km/h. They then 
eclipsed their own time twice 
over the next two days. 

The bike owes its speed 
to its sleek design 
and its rider, 

Todd Reichert, 
a 33 year-old 
U ofT grad 
and co¬ 
founder 
of Aerov¬ 
elo, who 
was once a 
national-level 
speed skater. 

To reduce drag, the bike has 
a pair of front-facing cameras 
and screens for the driver. 
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“It feels a bit like a video 
game,” Reichert said in an 
interview from California, 
where he is for work. 
And like any 
game, it takes 
practice. “The 
first time go¬ 
ing over 100 
in our test¬ 
ing, I thought 
‘Holy crap, this 
feels fast!’ 

“To me now, 100 
km/h feels slow,” he add¬ 
ed, with a laugh. 

The bike’s oval-shaped shell 
makes it 100 times more aero¬ 


dynamic than even the most 
streamlined cars, according to 
its builders. 

The wheels are 26 inches, 
like those on Olympic racing 
bikes, but they are covered to 
reduce drag. 

Not for nothing, Aerovelo 
named their bike “Eta” after 
the Greek letter often used to 
symbolize efficiency in equa¬ 
tions. 

They began work on the 
bike in 2013, the same year 
they won a $250,000 prize for 
designing a human-powered 
helicopter that can hover three 
metres for at least a minute. 


Aerovelo grew out of a part¬ 
nership between Reichert and 
fellow U of T grad Cameron 
Robertson while they were 
both members of the univer¬ 
sity’s Human-Powered Vehicle 
Design Team. 

Reichert already has his eyes 
on breaking their own record 
next year. Their next goal is 
88 miles per hour (141.2 km/h) 
“because that’s the speed of 
a human-powered time ma¬ 
chine,” he joked, referring to 
the velocity of Doc’s Delorean 
in Back to the Future. 

“We’re a bunch of nerds 
here, ok?” torstar news service

Calvin Moes, the team's 
captain and a master's stu¬ 
dent in engineering, says 
building the world's fastest 
bike isn't just a matter of 
pride. 

"Going forward, the tech¬ 
nology and the concepts 
that we've developed with 
these (bikes) could be ap¬ 
plied to all sorts of things to 
improve efficiency," he said. 

"If car designers could 
take these concepts and 
apply them in a more lim¬ 
ited sense we would right 
away see a huge improve¬ 
ment in mileage, and cor¬ 
respondingly a huge reduc¬ 
tion in fuel consumption 
and greenhouse gases."

It’s Valentine’s Day 2015 and 
two bundled-up snowboarders 
are about to get engaged. 

But the scene that unfolds 
isn’t the typical guy-sweeps-girl- 
off-her-feet scenario. In fact, it’s 
the opposite. 

“What are you doing?!” asks a 
confused Kassey Dimaculangan 
as his girlfriend of one year stops 
him mid-run and gets down on 
both knees. 

“I have to ask you an import¬ 
ant question,” says Anya Dai, gig¬ 
gling as snow flies in her face and 
she pulls a small box out of her 
snowsuit. “Will you marry me?” 

While the “proposer” in 
heterosexual relationships is 
typically a role filled by men, 
it’s increasingly women who are 
stepping up by getting down on 
one knee, say wedding industry 
pros. These women may have 
boldness in their blood, but some 
are also romantics who’ve grown 
up dreaming of elaborate male- 
initiated proposals or religious 
traditionalists who can’t wait to 
many in a church. They’re the 
taboo breakers who ask their 
future in-laws for their partner’s 
hand in marriage. 

“I think women are just kind 
of like, ‘Well, if I have equal 
rights in every other way, why 
do you get to decide when we 
get married?’” said Crystal Adair- 
Benning, owner of Distinct Oc¬ 
casions wedding planning in 
Toronto. “Women are getting 
ballsy and getting empowered 
and they want to propose.” 

Adair-Benning said she’s seen 
a subtle increase in women pro¬ 
posing to men over her four years 
of engagement planning. Nearly 
10 per cent of her engagement 


clients are women, but she sus¬ 
pects numbers are likely higher 
in real life. 

“Women, when they do it, it 
can either be more spontaneous 

— it just kind of comes out—or 
they put some thought into it and 
already know how they want to 
propose,” she said, adding that 
men typically think women want 
romantic, grand proposals and 
women think men want low- 
key ones. 

For Montrealer Natalia Ka¬ 
plan, the idea to propose came 
suddenly. “I was just sitting in 
class and it just kind of hit me 

— I didn’t want to wait for him 
to ask,” she said. 

Unfortunately for her, an ex¬ 


cited email she sent to her friend 
revealing her plan a week later 
forced her into do or die mode 
— she’d accidentally cc’d her 
boyfriend. “I think I’m going 
to propose to Lex this summer. 
Oh man it makes me feel giddy 
and dizzy just writing it out,” 
she wrote. “I mean I’ve always 
felt like we will get married at 
some point but it just kind of hit 
me the other day why not now, 
and why can’t I ask?” 

When he confronted her 
about it, she freaked out.

Risk and reward 

Proposals don’t always elicit 
happy tears, warns Toronto 
psychologist and relationship 
expert Nicole McCance. 

Possible female proposal-re¬ 
lated risks include blindsiding 
a man who doesn’t want to get 
married or sparking a certain 
“failure to launch” feeling in 
him for having de facto lost his 
chance to propose. 

Women, too, have to be ready 
to forever give up the experience 
of being proposed to, brace for 
family and friends voicing an¬ 
tiquated viewpoints and pre¬ 
pare for the inevitable question: 
“Show me your ring!” 

For Dai, the 23-year-old snow-

• Manage your expecta¬ 
tions: While women are often 
surprised by proposals, a guy 
might be even more so. Give 
him a chance to absorb it, 
acknowledging that he might 
be knocked off his feet — 
hopefully in a good way.

boarder who proposed on Valen¬ 
tine’s Day, she was hit with some 
unexpected backlash. “(My boy¬ 
friend’s parents) were like, ‘No. 
That’s not OK. Why would you 
do that?”’ she recalls. “I was like, 
‘Uh, I don’t know, I love him?”’ 

Dai also had to give up a life¬ 
long dream — she was obsessed 
with tales of romantic engage¬ 
ments growing up — but she 
wanted to show her future hus¬ 
band just how serious she was 
by sacrificing that. “I wasn’t just 
saying yes to him,” said Dai, who 
first bonded with Dimaculangan 
over their shared Christian faith.

go against the grain.” 

Same-sex proposal 

For lesbian couples, a woman 
proposing isn’t revolutionary 
but it’s still a chance to buck 
tradition. 

“One of the things that’s great 
about a same-sex relationship 
is that the gender roles are not 
there and you can make up what 
you want,” said Victoria Schwar- 
zl, communications manager of 
Pride Toronto.

Patrick Kane had a goal and three 
assists, rookie Artemi Panarin 
scored twice in the first period 
and Corey Crawford made 34 
saves to lead the Chicago Black- 
hawks past the Edmonton Oilers 
4-2 on Sunday night. 

Artem Anisimov added a 
power-play goal with 5.1 seconds 
left. The Blackhawks ended a 
two-game slide and won for just 
the second time in six games. 

Kane extended his point 
streak to 10 games. He has sev¬ 
en goals and 10 assists during 
the run. Crawford wasn’t beaten 
until Edmonton’s Jordan Eberle 
scored a power-play goal at 2:56

Hamelin led wire- 
to-wire to win gold in 
the men’s 500 metres 
at the ISU short-track 
speedskating World 
Cup in Toronto.

“That (nickname) started last 
week in Montreal,” a grinning 
Hamelin said. “I like it and I 
think it’s a good description 
of me.” 

His victories highlighted 
a five-medal performance by 
Canada on the event’s final day. 

Charle Cournoyer of 
Boucherville, Que., also won 
two gold, winning the men’s 
1,000 then teaming up with 
Hamelin, Patrick Duffy of Oak¬ 
ville, Ont., Samuel Girard of 
Ferland-et-Boilleau, Que., and 
Sasha Fathoullin to win the 
relay. 

Marianne St-Gelais of Saint- 


Felicien, Que., was second in 
the women’s 500, while Val¬ 
erie Maltais was third in the 
women’s 1,000. 

Hamelin’s victory 
in the 500 came a day 
after he was disquali¬ 
fied in another 500. 
And while, with 14 
years experience on 
the World Cup cir¬ 
cuit, it wasn’t his first 
time being DQ’d, the 
Sainte-Julie, Que., na¬ 
tive said it was an 
added bit of motiva¬ 
tion Sunday. 

“When I have a bad result 
or mistakes or DQI always get 
up the day after with a little 
bit more focus and more anger 
to win,” Hamelin said.
